the fauorers. of the Spaniſh 
| power, haue giuen foorth a 
talſe brute, that you haue 
challenged the Engliſh forces , lying at Hawbernil. 
ler.to the combat, number for number. Whereun- 
to Ianſwere,that true it is, wee are but foure of the 
meaneſt companies, which might bee choſen aut 
of the Queenes Maieſties forces, our Soueraigne 
Lady and Miſtriſfſe , the Qucenes moſt excellent 
Mateſtie of England : yetnotwithſtanding, if you 
pleaſc.to doe vs the credite (having leaue of the 
Kings Maieſtic our maiſter) we wil meet you with 
two hundred Engliſh Pike-men', and a hundred 
Muskettiers,betwene tne /:llette,and Paris. Where 
with the helpe of the great God ,. the world ſhall 
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reſtific, that I, and my companics, ſhall not haue 
* tlie lealt feare of you. Trueitis, that for mine 
owne part ,; I doe cſteeme you braueſoldiors, and 
would doe more,if you were conducted by 191iar 
Romero, your late Collonell, Monaragon Sentio Da- 
wille,and the like, who of-lare hane beene diſcom- 
fited and laine : but I doubt, that Sir Alexander de 
Mantes,and thoſe which now commaund you, do 
willingly perſwade the Gouernors and Ladies of 
Paris,that ther is none other condudt im the world 
but theirs : gnelje this I thinke,that what they doe 
45-vppon compulſion. Asfor mee and my compa- 
nies,we haue obtained leaue otche King, toſhew 
that weearcreſolute to defend and diſproue your 
rumorsto befalle & forged,it ſoit pleaſ: youto re« 
paire to the place appointed, where I detcrmine, 
thata hundred-French Gentlemen in my compa- 
nic,(who haue humbly beſought the King, to per- 
mit them to trie their.yalour with Pikes, though ir 
were againſt ſixeſcore of you, of ſuch as you can 
bring)thall prone andallowethe ſame tobe iuſt,& 
lawful. Thus ſtaying for your anſ{wers,] kiſſe your 
hands in curteſfie.

A Letter ſent by the Kine,to my Lord the Prince de 
Conty,upon the taking of the Cittie of Lou- 
niers iz Normandic. 


A Ouſin, God hath ſo highly fauoured 
me,that my Cittie of Lounters1s this 

S&7 dayc dcliuered into my obeyſance. 
Y The execution whereof was doone 
at the houre of midday, and in my 
preſence, 
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preſence;: for ten of mine poſſeſſed themſclues 
with oneof the gates of the faid/Cittie. 'The Baron 
of Biron,, whom I cauſed to come neere with my 
forces, was allo ſo ſoone entred therein; notwith- 
ſtanding the fight was verie fierce; in regard of the 
reſiſtancemade by the inhabitants, and Fontaine 
Martcl,who had his companie of an hundred Cui- 
rafles in the ſaid Cirtie: yer it pleaſed God I be- 
came maiſter, looſing there not aboue eighteene or 
twentie men , among whom were fiue Captaines. 
Beſide, I found'my ſelfe able ro make one of the 
gates ofithe Cirgs to yecld , where thorow moſt 
part of the men of warre and the inhabitants with- 
drew themſclues The Biſhop of Exreux, and For- 
taine:Martel, were found , taken-by the hands of 
my Soldiours . There was found in the Cittiea- 
grcat quantitie of Corneand Wine, beſide other 
munitions,and the place it ſelfe in.ſuclr eſtate,as it” 
may be called one'of the Forts of my realme. And 
heerevponT pray God to preſerue my good Cou- 
ſin in hisſafe and holy guarde. Fromthe Campe 
x Vernon,the fixt of June, 1 5 91..

2 ſting of a great number of Noble 

& men and Infanterie, to the end he 

might purge this Prouince of the 

oppreſſion and tirannie, which the rebellious Lea- 
ers (enemies to his Maieſtie) exerciſed on his 
ubics: to bring thole places which they ynlaw- 
fully vſcdinto his Maicſties obedience, and freely 
to Seliver this Prouince: Being aduerrtifed the Vi- 
count de la Guierche had belieged Belac with two 
Cannons, one Coluering , and a Baſtard peece of 
ordinance : reſolued with humſclte to march right 
& directly thither , to raile the ſiege of the ſaid Vi- 
count,or bid-him barttel, if he durft tarne his com- 
ming . But his excellencic hauing attained fo far 
as Lucac, ,a very greatdayes iourney,was giuen to 
vnderſtand, that the Vicount himſelte had with- 
drawn his ſiege, and according to. the naturall vil- 
lanie,wher-withall the Leaguers are familiarly ac- 
quain- 
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quainted,had betaken himſelfe with his Cauallery 


to Chawnigny , leauing his Cannon and Infanterie 
at Mont Morillon. Which when my Lord the prince 
percemed, and that he had loſt the occaſion of gi- 
uinga faire checke to the preſumptuous Vicount 
(who by anextreame muſchance ſaued himlelte 
from the ſight of my Lord of Trimowile,he march- 
ed buta little before, and not able to be ſuccoured 
by the prince, could not tight with him , but was 
conttraind to leaue him to flight) concluded now 
with himlelte to taſten on the ſaid Cittic of Mont- 
Morillon , which at the ſame time hee cauſed to be 
ſummoned - but they within being not willing to 
make any anſwer, his excellencie commanded to 
giue them certaine vollics with the.cannon, after 
which he cauſed them to be \ummoned againe 3 
but they (til continued 1n their refolutionto keepe 
aloofe, 

On the morrowe ( being the fixtday of Tune) at 
five of the clocke in the morning , his excellencie 
changed the batteric, which endured very furious 
tillthe tenth houre before midday, and then my 
Lord theprince commaunded to giue the aflault, 
which was doone very couragionlly on all iides, 
and continued the ſpace of three long houres to- 
gether. Butinthe end, our men hauing takenthe 
high town,compelled the enemy to retire into the 
low towne (ſeparated by the Riuer which paſſeth 
thorow the middeſt ) where they hid themſelues 
within a Chappell, and there preuajled ſo well, as 
they did greatly endamage our men on the fide 
toward the high towne. Burthe Prince ſeeing ad- 
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uiſedly into the danger, ſent five or fix charges frs 
| the Cannon againſt the gate of the Chappel!: 
which being immediatly broken, the enemie was 
conſtrained quickly to forlake it . This gaue our 
men occaſion to purſue them ſo brauely &chear- 
fully, that God ( who cuermore affi with his 
diuinebountic,ſuch as in good zealc fight for his 
name,and inſoiuſtaquarrell,and for the ſeruice of 
their King ) fauored them ſo gratiouſly, that they 
conquered both the high and low Townes of the 
faid Mont-morillon , hauing putto the ſword more 
then fiue hundred footemen, and fixtie Cuiraſſes, 
ewo maiſters of the field, and all the Capraines 
flaine, wounded, or taken priſoners , whereof my 
Lord the Prince cauſed manie to bee hanged, by 
example of that which the Leagers did at $. Sawin. 

This braue exploit was doone, without loſſe of 
anicmore on our ſide,then one ſoldiour, being of 
his Excellencies Guarde who was ſlaine, and one 
Gentleman, named the Sergnenr of S.Martin. The 
Marſhat of our companie of armed men, was hurt 
with an Harquebuze in the arme, and verie few of 
our ſoldiours beſide were wounded. Three other 

ces afterward were yelded, to wit, the Townes 
of Chaunieny,S.Sauin,le Blanke en Berry,with the Ca- 
files of Bourg-Archambanult , Pliiſance, Bel-Arbre, A- 
wailles, Belaune, Angles,and Biſſe, beſide manie other 
thatare as willing.Sothat more faire and fortunate 
effect hath not beene ſcene, then of this happy and 
fignall viorig,wherin it pleaſed God to blefſe m 
Lorde the Prince, as he hath cuermore done in all 
his caterpriles, returning ſtill co the greataduaun- 
tage 
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tage of the Kings afaires and ſeruice, whereby his 
poore people thall receiue great comfort, Thus 
firſt was the ſiedge of Belac railed by the Vicount 
of Gwierche, and onelic vppon apprehenſion of the 
comming ot my Lorde the Prince : the Vicount 
with his cauallery in rout, poſted away in the grea- 
teſt diſorder that could bee : Mont-morillon taken 
by aſſault: allthe Leaguers Infanteric ſhametully 
ſcattered:foure Cannons beſides other munition, 
and ſcauen Enſignes taken : fo many places like- 
wiſe yeelded atthe ſametime into the Kings =_ 
{ance: and infinite other, who attend nothing elle, 
but that his Excellencie will receiue them to their 
ficſt and naturall dutic, which is to obeye his Ma- 
teſtie, asall good & true Frenchmen are bound ta 
doe : to God therefore be all honour and glorie. 

The order of the aflault,neither the names of the 
Captaines and heads of the contrary parte, is ſpo- 
ken of in this diſcourſe : becauſe ir is butaletter or 
remembrance of the deed doneandlately cftected 
at the Campe at Mont-morillos,

He Courte and Chambers aſſembled, 
d+ = (ceing the Kings letters of declaration, 
| iuen at Marte the fourth of Iuly laſt, 

= ollowing vpon a former declaration 
made by the {aide Lord, at his cqmming to the 
Crowne. wherein he confirmed what will he had 
to conſerue whole and RE religion catho- 
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like, Apoſtolike and Romaine in this realme, had 
given incharge to proceed againſt one, naming 
himſelfe the Nuntio of the pretended Pope&©Gre- 
gonethe xiiii.who contrary to the dignitic, autho- 
ritic of the faid realme, and libertie of the French 
Church;publiſhed certaine Bulles in forme of ad- 
monirion againſt the king , princes of his blood, 
and other princes, prelates, eccleſiaſticall, officers 
ofthe Crowne, andall other his faithfull ſubies 
and ſeruants . An other agreement was made by 
the Court the xxx. of Ianuarie. 1590, vpon the 
kings letters pattents, bearing dare the fift of that 
moneth and yeere , againſt a pretended Legate 
come into. Fraunce : whereby the ſaid Courte 
made defences and inhibitious to all Curates, Vi- 
cars,and other ecclefiaſticall officers, as alto to all 
perſons, of whatſocuer qualitic or condition they 
were: not to receiue any charge, neither ate or 
expedition proceeding from the ſaid pretended 
Legate. Andifany werefound ſo hardie, as to en- 
terpriſe or proceed to the publication and reading 
thereof : it was enioined to all ſuch as found them 
with-the deed, on paine of being declared guiltie 
of high treaſon, to {eaze vpon their bodies, and to 
preſent them in iuſtice betorethe Iudgeroyall. An 
otherdeclaration was publifhed in the Courre the 
xviii.day of Auguſt; 1591. with a coppic of the ſaid 
pretended Bull, ſent from the aboue named Grego- 
ye, who calleth himſelfe Pope, dated the firſt of 
March. 1 5 90. Signed Yeſtrmus Barbianus,, and vn- 
derneth 4 De Atcx:is, and onthe ourlide Reerftrats 
apnd Marcellum Secrctarium + wherevpon the At- 
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tourney genetall to the king , and Thomas the Ad- 
yocate generall proceeded in manner following. 
Among things naturall there isſuch an order, 
that one dependeth vponan other ,'and roauoide 
confuſion,the'inferiourareſubietts to the ſuperi- 
our . Euen ſo among men, the divine providence 
hath giuen anaturall inclination, to one to com- 
n maund,and to others to obey , in whom licth the 
grearnes, quiet, and welfare of realmes, and com- 
monwealrhs,where the Kings,Princes,and Magt- 
ſtrates ordained to be aboue.are markes and prero- 
gatiues more then other, which maketh them fa- 
cred & inuiolable,as repreſenting liuely the image 
of the diuinitie . Such thereforeare we bound to 
obey , as the wiſeſt in all times paſt haue with one 
voice xvimeſled, that the bonds which we hold or 
retaine one to another, of whateſtate ſoeuer they 
be : are not of ſuch vertue and efficacie, as thoſe 
whereby we are reſtrained and bound to regarde 
and honorour Kings : to expoſe ourlives;goods, 
and all meanesclſe for their {afetie, and for the ex- 
ecution of their commaundements . But beyond 
this naturall inclination, there is nothing ſo much 
expreſt inall the holy Scripture, & which hath bin: 
more religiouſly obſcrued in the church of God « 
then vimngpraiers publike and particulerly, for the 
proſperitie of Kings and Emperours, albeit they 
were Pagans and Infidels. Such likewiſe oughtto. 
be the vowesand oraiſons of the Prelats and Pa- 
ſtours,forthe life of their Princes , apd proſperitic 


counccls and determinations ot the good fathers, 
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in chciraffaires, following therein the aunicicht; 


and 
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 andholy perſonages : and fo well hath this order 
beene prelerued, as thereby hath the catholike re- 
ligion flouriſhed, and realmes and great Seigne- 
rics filled with paticnce and charitie , with conti- 
nuall and free inuocation on the name of God. 
And principally might this be noted in this realme 
of Fraunce, the true prop or ſtay ot religion, and 
refuge to the ſeat Apoltolike inall hir afflitions: 
till now that certaine ambitious and vnthankctull 
men, beeing little contented with the exceſſiue 
good turnes they haue recciucd from our Kings, 
and aſpiring to their heighr of eſtate and life, haue 
filled this Realme with Sedition, Fellonie, Barba- 
riſme,and crueltie . And as this vnhappie and inſa- 
tiable ambition , hath made them forget all right 
and pietie, ſo well knowe theſe Rebellious coniu- 
rers,thatinall times religis hath had a moſt migh- 
tic puiſſance ouer men, and that vnder the ſhadow 
thereof, the Pagans themſclues, haue helde their 
Monarchies,eſtates,and authoritics:cucn ſo vnder 
this pretence they lay downe the foundations of 
their pernicious-purpoſes , and making trafike of 
the gifts and bleſſings of the holy ſpirit, haue with 
counting money bought the _ roongs of ma- 
ny eccleſiaſticall perſons , made drunke with like 
ambition,and the great promiles of the authors of 
this rebellion, and by blaſphemic and hipocrifie, 
hauec filled the houſe of God with all execrable ab- 
hominations,making the fleſh to ſound where the 
word of God ought to be preached, by burnings, 
murders,maſficres,ſpoiles,and ſubul practiſes,and 
by fearcfull outrages haue deceiuedand drawne 


to 


fanaticall ſpirits. 

Then haue they called to the partage and diſlt- 
pation of this flouriſhing Realme the Spaniards, 
auncient enemies to true Catholikes , and this 
French eſtate , without whoſe ayde,neuertheleſle 
the predeceſſours of their King had neuer obtai- 
ned the crowne of Spaine, andall — _= 
live in Arrianiſme and Sothike herefie. And to 
heape impictie and wickedneſfe together , they 
condi to be doone that cruell, abhominable and 
deteſtable Paracide on the late moſt c—_— 
King , a religious and catholike Prince , whom

Nowe ſceing that the divine prouidence hath 
miraculouſlye preſerued and raiſed King Henrie 
the fourth, raigning atthis preſent, ( whoinſo 
iuſt a cauſe is aſſiſted by all the Princes of his 
bloud, the Cardinals, Archbiſhops, Biſhops,and 
the better of good Prelats , the p—_ 
officers of the Crowne, and the Nobilitic befide, 
who all with one voice, demaund and breath for 
nothing elſe bur the expiation of a deed ſo hai- 
nous, the reeſtabliſhing of this eſtate, as alſo the 
religion Catholike, Apoſtolike,and Romaine, and 
che reſtitution of thoſe great Signeuries, which 
vniuſtly they haue detained in his realme of Nauar 
fence the time of his maicfties great graundfather, 
and to reproue the title which they by vſurpation 
pretend to this Realme : ) theſe rebels. oppoſing 
chemſclues againſthim,haue made,8 do make 
their accuſtomed praciles, to run vader hande di- 
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to them the worſt ſort of people, the weakeſt and 
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uers ſcandalous libels againſt the honour of the 
King,the princes of his bloud , & his good & faith. 
ful tubiccts : ro overthrow all order, to induce the 
torlake the yoke of obedience, & wander trom the 
ſeruice & hdelitie, which they owe to his highnes, 
by the diſpoſition of all right, diuine and humane. 
Notwithſtanding, thcy (hal not be ſhaken by fuch 
finiſter deceites;the grace of God aſliſting,the wil- 
dome & yalour of the king,their loialty in defence 
of this Realmes-dignitie,&7taqperted freedom of 
the French Church': tollowing-the ,cxamples of 
their predeceſſors whoin like & lefle caſe, imploy- 
ed themſelues, .& brauely held head againſt all the 
Popes enterpriſes : who ſomtimes forgerting the» 
{clues againlt their benefaRtors,would mſultvpon 
the preheminences, righteg, and authoritie of the 
French church,and this Realme,which ſtands cx- 
empt from al excommunications,& interdictions: 
as the Popes,namely,the hatteſt, and moſt audaci- 
ous,hath.becae inforcedto confeſle, by-many au- 
tenticall Buls; yea and in caſe of commination,or 
declaration of ſuch cenſures , by great and grauc 
deliberation of all orders, haue beenc with vnani- 
mitie withſtood, as well by fubſtraction of obedi- 
ence,as of money and goods. |

and the goods of all qualities, were(ro the great 
dilgrace and daunger ot the catholique Religion) 
purſued by the Leaguers and rebels: chaſed trom 
their houlcs, piericand religiun trod vnder toor, 
the Churches by them contuminate and oucr- 
throwen, the Prieſts and religious ranſomed and 
flaine, and a million of ſuch 1anocent foules as 
have becncruclly maſlacred,continuallye crying 
to God tor yengeance due to ſuch mitdeedes,and 
the taking of his holy name {fo wickedly 1n vaine: 
hc would now by his tatherlye prouiſton ſatelye

And it he happened notto be 
apprehended, he ſhould within three dayes be 
ſummoned to the Town ot Poantellarche,which 
was necreſt to the Cittic of Rome,wherin he had 
publiſhed the ſaid ſcandalous Libell, chere to be 
proceedcd againſt,according to the Lawes of the 
Realme. In meane while, it was moſt expreſlcly 
forbidden to all the Kings ſubics,of whar cſtare 
or qualite ſocucrthey were, notto acknowledge 
or vic any obeyſaunceto the ſaid Pope,nor to pay 
himdiceRlye or indireAlycany right, vader the 
name of firſt truirs or ſuch like pretence. Andnot 
to purſue or rece1ue of him orany other, of what 
qualitie or condition ſocuer they were, his com- 
plices adherent, any collations,confirmations,or 
proumtions tor benefices 1nthis Prouince and pri- 
matie of Normandic,graces,dilpenſions,or other 
expeditions, neither roanſwere, beare or caulc to 
be borne,by waye ot banque or otherwiſe,goldc 
or S1luer to the Court oft Rome, likewiſe notco 
obey or pay any thing tothe Archbiſhops, Biſhops 
or other Prelates his adherentes, who had pur 1n 
execution any of the'prertended diftamatorie Li- 
belles,ſo\ſcandalous in forme ot excommunica- 
tion and interd1Q1on : on paine of confitcation 
of bodicand goods, as intringers and permurbers 
of the pubþque peace. And that the ccelchiaſticall

As it happened by Pope Marun the 
fitth, in the cauſe of the Emperour Sigiſmund, 
when he declarcd againſt the King and many 0- 
ther: ver they recſtabliſhe d this tair Fiench church 
in her iormer right, 11 purging ictrum the vices 
which iliprtchereiato, by the violent paſsions of 
thele diſturbers, and ſuch as they tramed ot their 
minde: which to cttect, chey held Counſclles and 
S:inodes,truc and only remedies againſt (ci{mes 
and heretics : morcouer, by that Court was torc- 
{cenc and preuented the {candales that mightariſe 
by the expoling and reading ot ſuch Libclles and 
pretended admonitions, 

This Court and Chambers aflembled, have or- 
dayned and doo ordaine,that thele Letters ſhaibe 
publiſhcd,heard and regiſtred : requiziog the At- 
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corney Generall rothe King, who alreadye hath 
recetued chem, openlye ro declare and maniteſt 
them, how that the ſaide Bull giuenat Rome the 
firſt of Match 15 9 1. is abuſtuc, icandalons and in- 
1rious,tendtng to {edition and trouble ot all the 
Ciriſtiaa eftate : contrary to the woord of God, 
holy decrees and libertics ot the French Church, 
proceeding trom wrong and not trom right, ftut- 
ted with errour,impicne & deccit. It is ordcined 
that itſhalbe rorne and burned betore the Pallace 
gate,by the Exccutioner of publique iuſtice. For- 
bi-iding all perſons,ot what cſtare,quality or con- 
ditiontocuer, to keep, read, publiſh or commune 
therot,on the paine of confiſcation both of bodie 
and goods, Likewiſe thatall Colleges, Coucnts, 
Chaprtcrs, Communalnes, bodics ©t Citrics, Cu- 
rates, Vicars and (uch like,thall nor aſsilt or tauor
